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INTRODUCTION 


The  demand  for  Statistics  on  Agriculture  is  extensive.  It  is  not 
limited  to  Governmental  Agencies,  which  require  the  information  to 
shape  and  direct  policies,  or  to  Commercial  institutions,  which  need  data 
on  agricultural  production  to  guide  their  activities,  but  farmers,  them¬ 
selves,  and  those  intimately  concerned  in  marketing  and  processing 
agricultural  products  must  be  informed  of  the  trends  in  the  agricultural 
industry.
